Over the past several years 
farmers have complained that 
their alfalfa stands do not last. 
They have a good stand for one 
or two years and then grasses 
seem to replace the alfalfa. 
There is a reason for this, our 
soil scientists tell 
us. 
They 
found that in most cases it was 
a lack of potash in the soil. 
Alfalfa is a heavy feeder of 
potash and if it is not available 
it starves out. 
It costs money 
to 
re-seed 
every three years. Besides the 
cost of the seed, one has to 
work up the soil by plowing, 
discing and field cultivating. It 
is far cheaper to top dress with 
a high potash 
fertilzer 
and 
maintain the stand for a couple 
more years. Then, 
too, 
the 
yields will be greater in tons of 
hay per acre. 
According 
to 
researchers, 
farmers can afford to apply 300 
to 400 pounds of an 0-10-30 fer­ 
tilizer per year on alfalfa. This 
will maintain high yields over a 
longer period of years. Hay with 
a higher percentage of alfalfa 
in it, also gives a higher quali­ 
ty feed for dairy cattle. 
Soil samples should be tested 
from fields that are in alfalfa 
for the first year. If one waits 
until 50 per cent or more of 
the plants 
have 
disappeared, 
there isn’t much point in try­ 
ing to save the field with fer­ 
tilizer applications for alfalfa.

The first recorded burial, how­ 
ever, had occurred on May 13 
when Private William Chris­ 
man, Co. G, 67th Pennsylvania 
Infantry, was interred beneath 
a cedar tree. Two days later, 
an unknown Confederate pris­ 
oner-of-war was buried near­ 
by. 
Since then, the cemetery has 
been enlarged, and some 135.- 
000 other persons have joined 
Private Chrisman and the first 
unknown soldier. Burials are 
made at the rate of 90 a week. 
Available space is expected to 
be filled by 1988. 
Eligible for burial are mem ­ 
bers of the United States armed 
forces or veterans with honor­ 
able discharges. The wives, hus­ 
bands, widows, widowers, min­ 
or children, 
and 
unmarried 
daughters of servicemen or ser­ 
vicewomen are also entitled to 
an Arlington burial. 
Among the honored dead ly­ 
ing in Arlington are the Un­ 
known Soldier of World War I, 
the Two Unknowns of World 
War II and Korea, 230 men 
who went down with the Maine

Vitamin Dosing 
Harmful Effects 
Bring Warnings 


EAST LANSING — Follow­ 
ing up on reports that A m eri­ 
cans are consuming too m any 
vitamins, Michigan State Uni­ 
versity scientists are studying 
the possibility of “undersirable 
effects” caused by this over­ 
consumption. 
Nutritionists 
already 
know 
that toxic effects can be caused 
by eating too many fat soluble 
vitamins such as A and D. Now, 
MSU researchers say there is 
reason to believe that some ill 
effects can also be caused by 
consuming too many water sol­ 
uble kinds (such as the B-com- 
plex and C vitamins). 
“Over-dosage has not been a 
problem in the human diet un­ 
til recently when people start- 
ec depending on chemicals ra th ­ 
er than food to supply their 
vitamins.” reports Dr. Dorothy 
Arata, MSU foods and nutrition 
researcher. “We didn’t 
have 
these huge excesses before be­ 
cause it was nearly impossible 
for anyone to eat enough food 
to give him a excess of vita­ 
mins. 
“At the very least, one pill 
is enough to supply all the vi­ 
tamins a person needs for an 
entire day. And sometimes one 
pill contains enough for several 
days’ vitamin requirements.” 
Unfortunately, 
explains 
Dr. 
Arata, excess water soluble vi- 
! tamins are not immediately ex­ 
creted in the urine as w as pre- 
, viously believed. They 
often 


I participate in metabolic proces- 
i se* and can slow* them down. 
“Results of preliminary re­ 
search with niacin have shown 
to our satisfaction that excess 
of this vitamin are absorbed 
into the blood stream and do 
participate in metabolic reac­ 
tions,” she contends. “In the 
case of niacin, taking in excess 
amounts causes a marked in- , 
crease in the concentration of 
a niacin-containing co-enzyme.” 
A co-enzyme is a non-pro­ 
tein compound that usually con­ 
tains a vitamin in its structure, j 
Both enzymes (proteins) 
and 
co-enzymes must work togeth­ 
er to speed up reactions neces­ 
sary to the metabolic process. 
Changing the concentrations of 
co-enzvmes 
can 
disrupt this 
process. 
The MSU study of niacin is 
only the beginning of a basic 
research project aimed at study­ 
ing over-consumption of all vi­ 
tamins.
